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The request for reconsideration has been carefully considered but is not persuasive and the final office action is substained. Applicant 
argues that the modifcation of the primary reference Garvin *843 changes the principle of operation. Examiner respectfully disagrees since 
the introduction of air is to dry the the material and to provide oxygen to enhance or facilitate decomposition to produce methane gas. The 
outlet 34 vents the excess air to the atmosphere and methane gas generated from the decomposition. However, Gan/in '843 does not 
show a vent line connected to the gas storage tank but Chow shows a vent line connected to the storage tank (collection) to collect gas 
generated from the biomass process. Thus, it would have been obvious to provide a storage tank of Chow to the system of Garvin '843 to 
collect gas generated from the decomposition/biomass process. Note, the presence of oxygen does not hinder the production of methane 
gas nor it will spontaneous react with methane gas without heating the gas mixture to combustion temperature. 
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
